The parade will take its usual

The parade would nor¬ 
mally end at the former 
DOW building on the west¬ 
ern end of Oranjestad, but be¬ 
cause of the large number of 
groups, and the plan to have 
them all participating simul¬ 
taneously at some point, it 
will continue all the way to 
the rotunda next to the 
Wendy's an the L.G. Smith 
Boulevard 

pectators can set up chairs 
and prepare an area to watch 
the parade all along tins 
route, if they do not already 
have a place and trailer set 
up. Tliere are a number of 
venues along the extended 
route offering refreshments, 
as well as vendors who have 
attained permits solely for 
the parade. 

Those new to the event are 
advised to bring their sun 
block and use it lavishly, as 
well as camping out with a 
cooler and beverages to re¬ 
main well hydrated m 
Aruba's tropical climate. 


Such a long parade as Sun¬ 
day's promises to be will take 
at least four hours or more to 
pass any given location, and 
;t is not expected to finish 
until sundown. Those plan¬ 
ning to catch the parade an 
the west side of town should 
be aware it will not reach 
there until at least mid-after¬ 
noon, so as not too spend too 
much time sitting in the sun 
waiting for the parade. 

Vacationers who are due 
to depart the island an Sun¬ 
day should keep in mind that 
Oranjestad's main road to the 
airport will be closed off 
from early in the day. If you 
have a rented car, inquire 
with your concierge desk 
ab out an alternate route to the 
airport. If taking a taxi, allow 
for additional travel time, as 
they will have to take a 
roundabout route.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Cit¬ 
ing Venezuel a's " in ex cus - 
able" violence against 
anti - gov emment d em o nstxa - 
tors, US lawmakers intro¬ 
duced a measure Friday 
condemning the oppressive 
tactics and urged President 
Barack Obama to impose 
sanctions on those responsi¬ 
ble for the crackdown. 

The bipartisan resolution 
expresses House members' 
firm support for Venezuela's 
pro-democracy demonstra¬ 
tors and urges other govern¬ 
ments and organizations in 
the region to stand in solidar¬ 
ity with the protesters and 
help bring about a dialogue 
tD end the crisis 

Congress 'deplores acts 
which constitute a disregard 
for tlie rule of law, the inex- 


cu s abl e vi ol ence p erp etrate d 
against opposition leaders 
and protesters in Venezuela, 
and the growing efforts to use 
politically motivated crimi¬ 
nal charges to intimidate the 
country's political opposi¬ 
tion," the n on-bin ding resolu¬ 
tion states. 

It was unanimously ap¬ 
proved by a foreign affairs 
su b c o mmitt e e Fri day an d 
c o ul d s o on b e brou ght b e for e 
the full House of Representa¬ 
tives. A similar resolution 
was introduced Thursday in 
the US Senate. 

Venezuela is convulsing 
with unrest one year after the 
death of strongman Hugo 
Chavez, a Washington adver¬ 
sary. At least 17 people have 
died in more than three 
weeks of demonstrations

Da not star/ long hours 
without eating or drinking, 
especially if you are standing 
m the heat, and sun. 

A person who does not 


stand still uses a lot 
of energy, sweats 
and sheds fluids It 
is advisable to drank 
copious amounts of 
liquid, preferably 
water For nourish¬ 
ment, it is advisable 
to have 'grab and 
go’ food It is eas¬ 
ier, and the food 
stays fresh for a 
longer period, espe¬ 
cially when stand¬ 
ing in the sun and/or 
a hot environment. 

The dietitians rec¬ 
ommend "cereal 
bars', 'crackers’ and 
sandwiches that do 
not contain meat or may¬

Defiant Yanukovych vows 
to fight on as he emerges 
in Russia 


ROSTOV-ON-DON (AFP) - 
Ukraine's ousted president 
Viktor Yanukovych insisted 
Friday he had not been over¬ 
thrown as he defiantly sur¬ 
faced in Russia from a week 
in hiding and savaged the 
new pro-Western powers in 
Kiev. 

The deposed pro-Kremlin 
leader spoke only hours after 
Ukraine's pro-EU interim au¬ 
thorities said they had re¬ 
gained control of two 
Crimean airports seized dur¬ 
ing what they branded an 
"armed invasion - by Russian 
tro ops. 

The untested new team -- 
made up in part of leaders of 
the protests that gripped Kiev 
far three months --is grap¬ 
pling not only with sepa¬ 
ratism fears but also the risk 
of a devastating debt default. 

But IMF chief Christine 
Lagarde said Friday there 
was no need to panic while 
US Secretary of State John 
Kerry said he had been as¬ 
sured by Ru s si an count erp art. 
Sergei Lavrov that Moscow 
was still willing to help its 
neighbour despite 

Yanukovych's ouster 

Yanukovych dramatically 
ended six days of guesswork 
about his whereabouts by 
walking out on stage before 
about 2DO reporters m R.os- 
tov-on-Don — an industrial 
city less than two hours' drive 
from the border with 
Ukraine 

The 63-year-old — sitting 
confidently in a pressed suit, 
with a dark blue tie m front 
of three Ukrainian Sags -- 
said he had been shot at with 
automatic fire in Kiev and 
left because of threats Id his 
life. 


He vowed to continue to 
fight far Ukraine's future 
while boycotting a snap pres¬ 
idential poll the new West¬ 
ern-backed leadership has set 
for May 25 

1 have not been over¬ 
thrown by anyone, I was 
compelled to leave Ukraine 
due to an immediate threat to 
my life and the lives of those 
close to me," he said.

He called the new leader¬ 
ship "young neo-fascists" 
and blamed the "irresponsi¬ 
ble policies" of the West far 
the crisis but said he planned 
to return. 

Yanukovych also revealed 
he had spoken by phone with 
--but had not met — Russian 
President Vladimir Putin and 
expressed surprise that his 
ally had not yet spoken out 
Dn Ukraine since his flight. 

Tire Kremlin is sued a brief 
statement after Yanukovych's 
comments saying Putin had 
stressed in phone talks with 
EU leaders "the extreme im- 
Drtance of not allowing a 
irther escalation of violence 
and the necessity of a rapid 
normalisation of the situa¬ 
tion 

But the foreign ministry 
said its consulate m the main 
Crimean city of Simferopol 
would fast-track Russian 
passports far members of 
Ukraine's elite not police --a 
feared force blamed for 
mowing down protesters in 
Kiev at point-blank range.

North Korea’s Scud launch violated UN resolutions: US 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
North Korea's launch of Scud 
missiles violated UN resolu¬ 
tions bamngthe firing of bal¬ 
listic missiles, the Pentagon 
said oil Fnday. 

The Defense Department 
initially said that the missile 
launch on Thursday was legal, 
but now says that was incor¬ 
rect 

"Yesterday, I erroneously 
noted that these resolutions 
allow for North Korea to fire 
short range Scud missiles. 
That is not the case," Pentagon 
spokesman Colonel Steven 
Warren said in a statement, 

UN Security Council reso¬ 
lutions 171S and 1374 prohibit 
North Korea "from launching 
any ballistic missile, and tins 
includes any Scud missile," he 
said. 

The resolutions were 
adopted unanimously by the 
Security Council m 2006 and 
2003 after nuclear tests earned 
out by Pyongyang 

The filing of the four short- 


range missiles off the east 
coast of North Korea coin¬ 
cided with US-South Korea 
joint military exercises. 

Analysts said Pyongyang 
used the missile launch to con¬ 
vey its anger over the drills, 
which overlapped with the end 
of the first reunion in more 
tlian three year's of families di¬ 


vided by the Korean War 
The Pentagon spokesman 
said the United States closely 
such monitors missile tests and 
called on the North to "refrain 
from actions that aggravate 
tensions and instead come into 
compliance with its interna¬ 
tional obligations and commit¬ 
ments:.*'

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Iceland refuses EU 
referendum despite 
mass support 


Hedonistic fury awaits as Rio 
gears for carnival 



REYKJAVIK (AFP) - Despite 
a pall on Friday showing more 
than §0 percent support for a 
referendum on joining the Eu¬ 
ropean Union, the Icelandic 
government still planned to 
abandon membership talks 
with the bloc. 

Less than a third (32 1 per¬ 
cent) of Icelanders surveyed 
backed die government's deci¬ 
sion, according to the poll by 
market research institute 
MMR, published m Frettabla- 
di d newsp ap er M ore than two - 
thirds {61 9 percent) said they 
want to put the process on 
hold 

But perhaps most alarming 
far the governing centre-right 
coalition was the whopping 
SI b percent who said they 
want a referendum on whether 
to continue negotiations onEU 
membership. 

A mere IS.4 percent were 
not in favour of a referendum. 

On February 21, the govern¬ 
ment announced a draft, bill to 
"retract the application for 
membership of the European 
Union" which the island nation 
had submitted in 3010 -- 
reneging on a previous pledge 
to hold a referendum on the 
issue 

Although a majority of Ice¬ 
landers are opposed to ulti¬ 
mately joining the EU, they 
want it decided in a referendum. 

The government's u-turn has 
brought thousands of pro-EU 


MANILA (AFP) - Thousands 
of people in the Philippines 
pledged Friday to donate kid¬ 
neys and other body parts

Sharks strapped with 
cameras to film them 



For the first time scientists are able gain a 'shark’s eye' 
view and witness what life is like as a top predator 
thanks to new technology. Researchers at the University 
of Hawaii and the University of Tokyo have fitted sharks 
with sensors and video recorders to measure and see 
where they are going, how they are getting there, and 
what they are doing once they reach their destinations. 
While other scientists are also piloting a project using 
instruments ingested by sharks and other top ocean 
predators, like tuna, to gain new awareness into these 
animals’ feeding habits. The instruments, which use 
electrical measurements to track ingestion and diges¬ 
tion of prey, can help researchers understand where, 
when and how much sharks and other predators are eat¬ 
ing, and what they are feasting on. Using the sensors 
and video recorders, the researchers captured unprece¬ 
dented images of different species of sharks swimming 
in schools, interacting with other fish and moving in 
repetitive loops across the sea bed.

PARIS (AFP) - Women diag¬ 
nosed with breast cancer 
caused by a notorious gene 
have a much better survival 
chance if they have both 
breasts removed instead of 
one, a study said 

Out of 100 women with a 
BRCA gene mutation who 
have a double mastectomy for 
early breast cancer, S7 will be 
alive after 20 years, it said 

Hus compares to 66 of 
every 10D who opt for a single 
amputation, according to the 
research published in the 
British Medical Journal 
(BMJ) 

"We conclude that it is rea¬ 
sonable to propose bilateral 
mastectomy as the initial treat¬ 
ment. option for women with 
early-stage breast cancer who 
are earners of a BRCAl or 
BRCA2 mutation," the authors 
wrote 

For those who have had one 
breast removed, "the possibil¬ 
ity of a second surgery should 
be discussed," they advised. 

Breast cancer has multiple 
sources, but tire h est-known in¬ 
herited causes are the so-called 
BRCAl or BCRA2 (for 
BReast CAncer susceptibility} 
genes that carry telltale muta¬ 
tions. 

About 0.2 percent of women 
carry a harmful variant of 
these genes. 

It boosts their lifetime risk 
of contracting breast cancer to 
as much as SO percent com¬ 
pared to about 10 percent 
among women without the 
mutation. These women also 
run a high risk of recurrence 
after treatment 

Tire mastectomy question 
was thrown into die spotlight 
last year when Hollywood star 
Angelina Joile announced she 



had both breasts surgically re¬ 
moved as a preventative meas¬ 
ure after tests revealed she 
carried the BRCA mutation. 
She had not been diagnosed 
with the disease 

Rocker Gzzy Osbourne's 
wife, Sharon, did the same the 
previous year 

There were some 521,000 
breast cancer deaths m 2012, 
according to the World Health 
Organisation (WHO). It is the 
most common type of cancer 
among women. 

For the study, specialists in 
Canada and tire United States 
compared the survival rates of 
290 women diagnosed with 
early-stage breast cancer be¬ 
tween 1975 and 2009

Honduras will meet Israel 
on June 1 at Houston, Texas, 
while Nigeria and Greece 
play June 3 at. the suburban 
Philadelphia home pitch of 
Major League Soccer's 
Philadelphia Union. 

Ivory Coast and El Sal¬ 
vador meet an June 4 at the 
home park of MLS side FC 
Dallas and Greece will face
